Meetings  have  been  in  process 
during  March  between  architects 
and  administrative  officials  of 
Northwestern  State  College  rela- 
tive to  tentative  plans  for  a  multi- 
purpose health  and  physical  edu- 
cation building  to  be  constructed 
on  the  campus. 

A  total  of  $1,200,000  was  pro- 
vided for  the  construction  of  the 
building  by  the  State  Bond  and 
Building  Commission.  The  Com- 
mission approved  construction  pro- 
jects for  Louisiana  colleges  and 
universities  totaling  S9,100,000  at 
a  meeting  February  27.  The 
amount  received  by  NSC  was  the 
largest  received  by  any  State  in- 
stitution. 

In  announcing  details.  Presi- 
dent John  S.  Kyser  stated  that 
facilities  to  be  included  in  the 
building  would  be  determined  by 
limitations  of  the  funds.  However, 
tentative  plans  call  for  the  colos- 
seum-like  building  to  house  the 
classrooms  and  offices  for  the  De- 
partments of  Health  and  Physical 
Education  and  Athletics:  an  arena 
with  a  seating  capacitv  of  5,CKX): 
and  two  small  auditoriums  with 
seating  capacity  from  250  to  300 
each. 

The  building  will  be  used  for 
basketball  games  and  will  relieve 
the  present  crowded  condition. 
The  existing  gymnasium  has  been 
inadequate  for  a  number  of  years. 

In  addition  to  these  facilities, 
the  building  will  include  function- 
al facilities  for  various  meetings 
held  regularly  on  the  campus, 
such  as  science  fairs,  rallies,  meet- 
ings of  various  professional  groups, 
and  possibly  pro\-isions  for  agri- 
cultural exhibits.  According  to 
President  Kyser  the  building  is 
tentatively  planned  for  location  on 
the  bend  of  Chaplin's  Lake,  but 
exact  location  will  be  determined 
by  the  architects  following  test 
borings  of  soil  conditions. 

This  general  area,   in   addition 
to  providing  an  attractive  setting 
I  for  the  structure,  will  also  allow 
I  for  ample  parking  space.
